Dear Friends :- 

The ride from Los Angeles to 
Pomona- occupies about an hour 
and a half, I believe-—we pass 
through a very pretty country, and 
several times I thought I must 
have been carried by my station, 
for I saw no indications of a town 
of any size; all at once we see it 
in the distance and are not disap¬ 
pointed in the least. The sun was 
sinking as I stepped.from the train, 
but I was struck^ with the beauty 
of the place even then. Owing to 
a misunderstanding, "my friends 
weranot at the station, and as they 
lived about a mile and a quarter 
away, I had some minutes to wait. 
I did not mind, for I enjoyed look¬ 
ing around. Soon I saw a buggy 
coming containing a solitary 
female whom I at once recognized 
as our old friend, Miss Towne, per¬ 
haps slightly older, but little 
changed since I had seen her driv¬ 
ing through the streets of Bethel. 
Her greeting was hearty’, and her 
apologies for not meeting me— 
something she was not in the least 
to blame for, were profuse. -Our 
tongues ran briskly during all our 
pleasant drive, and at' last we 
stopped before one of the most 
handsome.. residences I saw while 
in Pomona, up through a walk 
lined with roses on each side, to 
the broad veranda, where Mrs. 
Robinson stood with a most cordial 
welcome. I declare it was almost 
as good as being at home. You 
may’ be sure there were many 
things to talk over and the hour 
for retiring came all too soon. 
Early the next morning I was out 
among the flowers and fruit, and 
for once I had all the apricots, 1 
peaches and oranges I eared to 
pick and eat. The grounds around 
the o use are very beautiful; it is 
certainly a lovely spot. During 
the morning Allen came in to see 
me; when be left Bethel he was a 
small boy, now he is a fine looking 
young man, nearly, if not quite six 
feet tall. He and his mother live 
on the ranch a mile and a quarter 
away, and Allen runs it to suit 
himself; he has lately secured a 
patent on an irrigating hydrant, 
which will prove a great thing. 
Later 1g the morning Miss Towne 
and I went up to the ranch. We 
drove through quite a portion of 
the town before our return. The 
ranch is pleasantly located in a 
grove of orange trees. After a 
delightful call on Mrs. Towne we 
returned home to find dinner wait¬ 
ing us. After dinner Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Johnson and Miss Bessie 
Mason called on me ; we had a de¬ 
lightful visit together)chatting and 
eating fruit until it was time to 
leave, as we wanted to drive 
through the business portion of 
the town. We also made a short 
call on Mr. and Mrs. William God¬ 
win. Mrs. G. Seemed but little 
changed, but Mr. G, was far from 


kept so close to* the shore that we 
'got a smell that did not agree with 
me. Tuesday about 7 A. M., we 
sailed through the Golden Gate 
and anchored at our pier. It was so 
foggy I lost the beautiful view as 
we entered the harbor, much to my 
regret. ‘All I could see was - old 
Telegraph Hill, one of the land 
marks. My destination was 
Alameda, and so we crossed the 
bay in a ferry boat; the fog lifted 
just a little, showing me the City 
upon a hill and a little" glimpse of 
the bay, but I will give- you a 
bqttei" description of that later. 
After leaving the' boat a ride of 
fifteen minutes in the steam cars 
brought me to my uncle’s, tired 
and Musty but glad to be anchored 
for a few weeks.

hour of departure 1 came, and it was 
with regret that I saw the train roll 
in. Of ail the pleasant times of a 
most delightful summer, I think 
the day. spent at Pomona will rank 
among the first, and I left feeling 
that of ail the places in California 
that I would like to live in Pomona 
was the spot. The ride back to Los 
Angeles .was filled with pleasant 
thoughts, but I was not so com¬ 
plexly lost that I did not see the 
old San Gabriel Mission; as we 
passed it, one gets a fine view of it 
from the car window. 

About ten A. M., July 12th, Mr. 
and Mrs. A., and myself took the 
electrics for Santa Monica, one of 
the most* noted beaches on the 
Pacific coast. We had a ride of 
about fifteen, miles down to the 
ocean. I hhd about three hours 
here before it was time to take the 
steamer, and'we spent it much the 
same as at any beach on the Atlan¬ 
tic; crowds- were everywhere. 
About 2:30 I took the boat, the 
Santa Rosa, a much larger and 
finer boat than the Corona. I en¬ 
joyed thexail until dark; about 
eigh t we anchored, at Santa Bar¬ 
bara, but it was , too dark to go 
ashore; the lights along the boule¬ 
vard-were very pretty,and twinkled 
like stars. After'leaving Santa 
Barbara I sought my state-room, 
but.not to sleep, for the firs£ time 
in my life I was sea sick.. The. 
next morning we were at'Port 
Harford, and an excursion went 
out.on the train to San Luis Obespo 
to see the old mission; I preferred 
to remain and get calmed down. 
About 11 A. *M., we resumed our 
voyage, and all of the rest of the 
way I was just sick enough to de- 
clare'that “anyone was a fool to 
go by water when the land was so 
near, and if ever I struck terra 
firma I would stay there,” but I 
noticed the first thing I did after 
landing was to run to get a ferry 
boat. -It wasn’t rough, only we

JOHN A. TYLER, M.D. 


BERLIN, N; H. 


Happenings in the Paper City of Coos. 


Born • at West Bethel April 19th, 
1864. Died at Groveton, N. H., 
Nov. 30th, 1896.' 

With a sadness too deep for tears 
I write the name of that well 
loved frlead, knowing he has gone 
a few steps ahead to the “other 
shore.” Seldom do we know of a 
young man who was more of a 
self-made mart than he was. 

The son of Jonathan and Jane 
(Hall) Tyler; born on the banks of 
the Androscoggin river thirty-two 
years ago last April, his parents— 
honest, industrious people in 
humble circumstances—reared a 
large family and had little to 
eud&vy their children with except¬ 
ing a good name. John grew up 
a sturdy, industrious boy, attend¬ 
ing the district school, and between 
terms working at whatever he 
could find to do. When about 
twenty years of age he conceived 
the idea of educating himself for a 
physician. How hard the boy 
worked and studied is well known 
to many. 

In the hay .field, as teacher or as 
pupil, he ever did his best; always 
the courteous gentleman, he won 
the respect and friendship of all. 

When he entered Medical College 
at Vermont it was with the deter¬ 
mination to succeed. No task 
seemed too hard for him to under¬ 
take, and whatever he undertook 
he performed. His vacations were 
spent, not in recreation, but in 
working hard for money to finish 
his educatidn. 

At last his school life was 
finished, and with diplomas and 
the respect and admiration of all 
the faculty, he came home nearly 
worn out; for more than a year 
his health was poor, but with the 
same indomitable spirit he kept 
bravely on. Spending one winter] 
in the South canvassing for a 
medical, work, gradually he re¬

He had established a 
large and- lucrative practice; and 
was in constant demand. Yet 
with all his duties he ever found 
time to look after .the welfare of 
bis parents. On Oct. 29th he was 
taken'ill with typhoid fever, and 
although the best j inedical skill 
obtainable was at.Ms ser.yice, and 
all tbat mortal hands and tender- 
est affection could do, was done, it 
was in vain; his sufferings Were, 
intense until within a few days of 
his death, when he became uncon¬ 
scious and lingered until Nov.' 30, 
when he obeyed the “Great Physi¬ 
cian’s” call and went out over the 
sunset bay to (he golden strand of 
the “Land-beautiful,” where part¬ 
ings are never known.

HOMING PIGEONS. 


POINTS FROM FANCIERS ON THESE 
INTELLIGENT BIRDS. 


Careful Observers Declare Tbat the Bird* 
Fly by Sight—The Four Points In Hom¬ 
ing Pigeons Which .Fanciers Consider of 
Prime Importance. 


What the peculiar gift is which en¬ 
ables the pigeon to return to its -home 
tom great distances is a matter upon 
Which authorities disagree. The most 
general opinion among those who know 
anything of the subject is that the birds 
fly by sight alone. This theory would 
seem to be borne out by the fact that 
the best and most highly bred of racing 
birds have frequently been lost in the 
London fogs. The fact that instinct is 
unerring and that the homing pigeon 
not only frequently errs, but exhibits at 
times great indecision as to the correct 
course for him to pursue, seems to pre¬ 
clude the idea that he is governed solely 
by instinct. The theory which is most 
generally accepted is that the bird is 
gifted with remarkable eyesight and 
also with a memory for landmarks which 
is superior to a similar faculty in any 
other animal. That the bird possesses a 
high order of in telligence is shown from 
the fact that homers which have become 
lost in a race will frequently return to 
the room in which they have been kept 
at the starting point of their speed test. 

In selecting homing pigeons for rac¬ 
ing purposes even the best fanciers often 
pick out birds as most like racers that 
cannot fly 20 miles without becoming 
lost. The meanest, most scraggy looking 
bird, without a'single good point, some¬ 
times leaves its handsome competitor, 
who is, to all appearances, perfect in 
physical proportions, far in the rear. 
Still, fanciers look with interest at four 
points in a homing pigeon which are 
considered of prime importance. The 
first of these is, strange as the fact may 
appear to a novice in the art, the eye. 
Mr. Starr, one of the foremost and most 
successful of American fanciers, has 
this to say of the eye: „ 

“The white eye may mean the oumu- 
let, and, if so, indicates that the bird 
will fly high, have great endurance and 
wing power. If the eye is dark, the head 
round and the beak short and close fit¬ 
ting, there will be a preponderance of 
the owl type, and the result will be 
that the bird will fly later at night than 
any other type. But, whatever the char¬ 
acter of the color, the ball must extend 
beyond the line of the head and be so 
placed that the bird should have a view 
of what is behind as well as before it. 
When a bird returns from a journey 
over much new territory, this protrusion 
of the eyeball is greatly increased, show¬ 
ing to what a great strain the powers of 
vision have been subjected. 11 

While Mr. Starr, in common with 
other successful American fanciers, pays' 
little or no attention either to the size 
.or shape of the head, this point is the 
second at which European fanciers look 
With interest. It is generally conceded 
that the shape makes but little differ¬ 
ence. The skull may be flat, long and 
narrow, or high, short and wide, bnt it 
must have room for the brain, and for a 
large brain at tbat, or else the bird is 
not considered a likely candidate for 
racing honors. Great stress is laid on 
this organ by all Belgium and Holland 
fanciers, but in ibis country the feature 
is almost entirely overlooked. 

The chest should be broad and is of as 
great importance as the wing. A nar¬ 
row chested bird can fly no great dis¬ 
tance without exerting the muscles 
which give fullness to the breast beyond 
their endurance. The wings and tail 
should both be exceptionally long, as 
the tail acts as a rudder, and the short¬ 
er wings require much added exertion 
for the same amount of flying. 

The color of a pigeon has no signifi¬ 
cance, bnt the rule iu breeding is to 
cross the colors when practicable. 

Even the best bred of the homers 
require most careful and intelligent 
training before they are entered in 
races. While the physique of the bird is 
well developed at the age of 10 weeks, 
it is thought best to give a considerably 
longer time for the brain to develop be¬ 
fore the bird is trained for the work 
which lies ahead of him. At the age cf 
4 months ‘ the first trial trips may be 
made, and be is then flown from dis¬ 
tances of between 2 and 90 miles at in¬ 
tervals of two Or three days apart. 
Many birds are lost in these trial trips, 
and those which return safely from the 
longer trial trips may be considered fit 
to enter in the young bird races. The 
shortest of these is 100 miles in length, 
and birds are not supposed to be flown 
more than 90 miles before taking part 
in the speed trials. 

For the young birds the system of 
training is supposed to accomplish two 
widely different results. In the first 
place they teach the young bird to re¬ 
turn to his loft, and iu the second they 
develop the muscles and prepare them 
for the hard work which the races will 
require of them. Training trips for old¬ 
er birds are made with the sole view of 
getting their muscles limbered up again 
and toughened for the longer races.— 
Chicago Chronicle.

Natnrs’s Cold Storago House.

This valley lias a sturdy growth of 
crowberries, cloudberries, cranberries, 
any number of small fruit bearing 
plants, with heath moss and lichens, 
some of which bear seed and fruit in 
great profusion. An eminent ornitholo¬ 
gist, in the course of bis researches in 
this locality, stopped for a little time. 
There were millions of acres covered 
with these growths. The arctic summer 
has a perpetual sun, and the indigenous 
plants and trees grow and develop with 
great rapidity. The summer comes sud-^ 
denly, and with it innumerable birds 
.of all varieties, but they come to what 
seems a barren waste,,for there is noth¬ 
ing visible but snow and ice. Within 24 
hours, however, this frostbouud region 
changes its appearance. The snow dis¬ 
solves, tho ice melts .away, and nature’s 
bounty stands revealed. The autumn 
snows fall here* and cover the plants, 
with their loads of fruit, keeping it in 
the most perfect condition until the 
springtime, when it furnishes food for 
the millions of birds that make this 
their summer home. —-New York Ledger.

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EASY GOING CONVICTS. 


How- They Enjoy life la a Prison In the 
Marquesas. 

> That “the Stench are a good natured 
people and make easy masters” was 
Hobart Louis Stevenson’s conclusion 
when he had studied the various pro¬ 
tectorates that serve for governments in 
the south sea islands. The Marquesas 
group, for instance, is under French 
control. Mr. Stevenson tells in “In the 
South Seas” how he visited the cala¬ 
boose at Tai-o-hae—the port of entry— 
and found it empty. 

From this noontide quietude it must 
not be supposed the prison was unten¬ 
anted. The calaboose at Tai-o-hae does 
a good business. But some of its occu¬ 
pants were gardening at. the residency, 
and the rest were probably at work up¬ 
on the streets, as free as our scavengers 
at home, although not so industrious. 

On the approach * of evening they 
would be called in like children from 
play, and the harbor master; who is air 
so the jailer, would go through the 
form of locking them up until 6 the 
next morning; 

Should* a prisoner have any call in 
town, whether of pleasure or affairs, he 
has but to unhook the window shutter, 
and if he is back again and the shutter 
decentlyreplaced by the hour of call on 
the morrow—he may have met the har¬ 
bor master in the avenue—there will be 
no complaint, far less any punishment. 

But this is not all. The charming 
French resident, M. Delarnelle, carried 
me one day to the calaboose on an offi¬ 
cial visit. In the green court a very rag¬ 
ged gentleman, his legs deformed with 
the island elephantiasis, saluted us, 
smiling. 

“One of our political prisoners—an 
insurgent from Baiatea, ” said the resi¬ 
dent, and then to the jailer, “I thought 
I had ordered him a new pair of trou¬ 
sers?” 

Meanwhile no other convict was to 
be seen. 

“Well,” said the resident, “where 
are our prisoners?” 

“Monsieur the Besident,” replied 
the jailer, saluting with soldierly for¬ 
mality, “as this is a feast day I let 
them go to the chase. ” They were all 
upon the mountains hunting goats. 

Presently we came to the quarters of 
the women, likewise deserted. 

“Where are our good ladies?” asked 
the resident, and the jailer cheerfully 
responded, “I think, monsieur, that 
they have gone somewhere to make a 
visit.” 

It had been the design of M. Delar- : 
nelle, who was much in love with the ■ 
whimsicalities of his small realm, to : 
elicit something comical, but not even 
he expected anything: so perfect as the 1 
last. 1 

To complete the picture of convict 1 
life in Tai-o-hae, it remains to he add- 1 
ed that these criminals draw a salary 
as regularly as the president of the re- 1 
public. Ten sons a day is their hire. ( 
Thus they have money, food, shelter, 
clothing, and, I was about to write, 1 
their liberty. ‘ 


CONSULTING THE CLOCK, j THE SPORTING WORLD. 


^Familiar ITaces That Are Seldom Over¬ 
looked by “New Yorkers. 

J. One of the popular habits of the peo¬ 
ple of New York city is to consult the 
clock almost on every occasion when an 
Opportunity is. presented. It matters lit¬ 
tle whether any special need requires 
that consultation or not, the clock will 
thns be consulted. Especially is this the 
case if a particular clock has the repu¬ 
tation of being a good timekeeper. So 
well is this known by many storekeep¬ 
ers that they will place clocks in their 
stores so situated as to he easily seen by 
persons who may be passing along the 
adjacent sidewalk. If the clock has a 
good reputation, and tbe pedestrian is 
fortunate enough to carry a watch, a 
comparison is almost sure to be made. 

Many times a clock with a good repu¬ 
tation placed in the back part of-a store 
becomes a protection thereof, especially 
at night, if near it is located a light 
strong enough to illnminate its face and 
show the time. A policeman told a re¬ 
porter the other day that a good clock 
thus situated is better than a private 
watchman for a jewelry store, as every 
belated passerby is likely to look through 
the store to see what time it is, and 
would be almost certain to notice any- 
[ thing unusual in the appearance of the 
[ place. It therefore becomes indirectly a 
silent watchman guarding the premises 
against the depredations of burglars and 
makes the pedestrians, as it were, as¬ 
sistants in the work. 

Church clocks have always had a 
large number of patrons in the work of 
consultation, and nothing seems to be so 
annoying as to find such a clock inac¬ 
tive. When an event of this character 
occurs, especially if the church is located 
on or near a busy thoroughfare, the 
fact of the clock being stopped, or that 
some defect appears to exist, is often 
made the subject of a notice in the daily 
papers. Especially was this the case 
when the steeple of old St. Paul’s was 
recently undergoing renovation, and it 
was a joy to many on noticing that the 
newly gilded hands of the clock were 
again traveling along their accustomed 
circuit and the deep toned bell was 
ready to strike' the hour once more.— 
New York Mail and Express. 


. Cycling on public streets and roads 
in Saxony is subject to minute and care¬ 
fully enforced police regulations, which 
in many places prohibit altogether the 
use of brakeless machines. 

The roads, with but few exceptions, 
are perfeot, and wheeling is smooth and 
easy, hut on account of rainy weather, 
which prevails most of the year, wheel 
guards for wet days are indispensable. 

Every machine must, in the first 
place, have an open plate or shield af¬ 
fixed to the brake rod or handle bar and 
be provided with a spring lid, on whioh 
is engraved in clear lettering the name, 
profession or rank and residence of the 
rider. In lien of this the rider’s card 
and address attached to the handle bar 
would comply with the law and would 
temporarily answer every requirement. 

Tne alarm bell is, of course, demand¬ 
ed everywhere. The law requires that 
the lamp be rather highly placed On the 
wheel and he kept lighted from within 
I half an hour after sunset to half an 
hour before sunrise; furthermore, that 
the light must shine through nncolored 
glass. Each bicycle must be provided 
with an easily managed brake, operat¬ 
ing quickly and powerfully. Cycling 
on roads exclusively in tended for pedes¬ 
trians or on the elevated footpaths and 
highways is strictly prohibited. Two 
bicyclers may ride side by side when it 
can be done without blocking the thor¬ 
oughfare or annoying other riders or ve¬ 
hicles, otherwise single file is the rule. 
More than two machines abreast are 
not permitted under any circumstances. 

When meeting other bicycles or over¬ 
taking them, or when approaching pas¬ 
sages of the road where it is not possible 
to see a long distance, or when reaching 
a steep descent, the cycler is obliged to 
give frequent signals with his bell as a 
matter of strict precaution in avoiding 
collisions. Moderate speed must be 
maintained at all times. Scorching is 
forbidden on all highways. At very 
steep down grades the cycler must dis¬ 
mount and guide his wheel until the de¬ 
scent is passed before remounting.— 
New York Herald.

the full desire of the patient. Where 
one is recovering from prostrating sick¬ 
ness and the body needs nourishment 
this fresh butter, it is now asserted,*has 
no equal in building up the wasted tis¬ 
sues of the body, and as a stimulant 
very hot; fresh milk is without a rival, 
outside of me use of alcohol, which 
last is better left alone, when possible. 
Growing children may be greatly bene¬ 
fited by indulging in generous amounts 
of butter, though it may seem expen¬ 
sive, but it may prove the cheapest in 
the end. Either of these remedies can 
be taken without a doctor’s prescrip¬ 
tion and is outside of the “kill or cure” 
warrant.—Practical Farmer.

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In regard to the. efforts which have 
been made to render petrolenm nnin- 
flammable, Le Bevue Industrielle says 
that if to 250 gallons of petroleum there 
be added; 5o0 pounds of common salt, 
and the mixture be heated to 100 de¬ 
grees O., there will be collected about 
60; gallons of volatile and easily in¬ 
flammable hydrocarbons, known as ben¬ 
zines; the remaining petroleum is no 
longer inflammable below 100 degrees 
C-. and, as it contains chloride of cal¬ 
cium, bromide of magnesium, and sul¬ 
phate of magnesia, its illuminating 
power is increased. To these 190 gallons 
of petroleum that have undergone dis¬ 
tillation there are added 875 gallons of 
crude petroleum, this mixture being 
heated for one hour at 100 degrees C. 
and afterward allowed to cool to 40 de- 
grees. The 60 gallons Gf benzine that j 
were previously separated; are at tins 
stage added:, and the whole is again 
heated np to about 85 3egrees. Accord¬ 
ing to the method thus explained, the 
fuel thereby resulting will bo uninflam¬ 
mable below 75 degrees. f 


Mountains. 

There used to be held, in accordance 
with Murchison’s well known geolog¬ 
ical views, the general theory that 
mountains were mainly due to’ cracks 
which took place in the surface of the 
earth in remote periods, but this idea is 
| no longer entertained by scientific men . 1 
| As to the form of mountains, that whioh . 
is known as table mountain finds the 
, best example, curiously enough, at the 
cape of Good Hope, a mountain, it is 
believed, due not to any action or phe¬ 
nomenon of upheaval, bnt to the sink¬ 
ing of the surrounding districts or- ter¬ 
ritory. Why these peculiarly defined 
areas did not sink was owing, it is 
thought? to. the probable fact that the 
ground under them cooled before the 
rest of the section, and thus the table 
mountain had the earlier foundation 
andihas long retained: its: place. There 
would always be denudation, however, 
though proportionate with its surround¬ 
ings, and therefore, owing to this fact 
of being higher at thestart, it still keeps 
to its approximate elevation.
